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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 05/31/2004. These drawings are unacceptable 
because they contained un-uniform hand written nunnerals and markings. They also 
combined pages 1 and 2 (figures 1-4), and pages 9 and 10 (figures 12-14) into two 
pages instead of four as previous (12/28/1998) submitted drawings. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see the Remark filed on 09/07/2004 with respect to 
claims 1 - 77 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The final rejection of 
claims 1 - 77 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 77 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant claimed a system and method for indicating a receipt of a stored 
message from a source. The allowable subject matter of this invention is: "generating 
an information signal relating the stored message to at least one graphical image 
associated with the source". As disclosed in the specification (page 20, lines 6-14), the 
information signal is a message notification signal including a graphical data related to a 
digital representation of at least one graphical image available from a caller's profile. In 
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other words, the generated information signal links the stored message to an image 
such that a recipient is able to access both the stored message and the image (stored in 
a database) based on the information provided in the information signal. 

Prior art of Dawson (US 6,252,588) teaches an email server for sending a 
sender's picture, included in an email message for replacing an email address to notify 
a recipient of a stored email message from said sender. Dawson's picture of the sender 
does not relate a stored email message to one graphical image because the image itself 
is a notification signal. 

Prior art of Yablon (US 5,764,731 ) discloses a customized caller ID in a callback 
system. Yablon teaches that a caller may customized his caller ID with telephone 
number, name, sound, pictorial and video information (column 5, lines 57-66). When a 
caller is connected to an answering machine or voicemail system, the caller may send 
his customized caller ID to the answering machine in addition to leaving a voice 
message. The answering machine or voicemail system then notifies a called party by 
sending the customized caller ID, plus date and time of a call received, to a called 
party's telephone device (column 6, lines 48-67; column 7, lines 1-2; column 28, lines 
56-60). Yablon teaches sending a caller's pictorial information to the called party in a 
notification signal, but the pictorial information in a notification signal does not relate a 
stored voice message to an image of the caller, since the pictorial information is already 
in the notification signal and there is no image to be related to. 

Prior art of French-St. George et al. (US 6,122,348) discloses a method and 
system for storing a subscriber's information, including telephone number, name, 
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photos, videos, text or audio, to be stored in a subscriber's profile within a server 115 
located in a telephone network 100, and the stored subscriber's information allows a 
recipient to know the subscriber (calling party) (figure 1 ; column 6, lines 1-9). French- 
St. George teaches sending an alerting signal to notify a recipient of a communication 
event. The alerting signal includes the subscriber's caller ID which may comprising a 
photo, and a topic of the communication event to be displayed on a recipient device 
(column 6, lines 32-37; column 7, lines 9-16). French-St. George has the same defect 
as Yablon such that the alerting signal does not relate a stored message to a graphical 
image.
